ERLIN, June 26—The synod of the 
Lutheran Church t in Berlin 
dis- 


cussed recently a subject 
which 


Is causing the greatest uneasiness here 
in

the 


rapid growth of seceders from the Protes- 
tant State Church. This secession move- 
ment in Berlin, although it began over 
ten years ago, did not assume serious di- 
mensions until_1906, when 3,766 men 
and 


women left the church 
In the following 


year the numbei of these rose slightly to 
3,802, but in 1898 the number of seceders 
rose at a jump to 9,118, and In 1909 the 
figures for five months would seem to in- 
dicate that at the end of'this year nearly 
12,000 will hav^ sundered their connection 
whh the church of their fathers. 


The seceders -would seem to be for the 


most part well-to-do workmen, but there 
are not lacking among them many whose 
contributions to church funds will be ; 
riously missed. 


Various reasons are given 
for 
the 


movement, which is not by any means 
confined to Berlin 
There is the increas- 


ing influence of Social Democratic views, 
which in this country at least are bit- 
terly opposed to the Church 
There Is 


the further well-known tendency of the 
clergy of the State Church to identify 
themselves with the interests of those 
in power. 
There is likew Ise a growing 


lack of sympathy between the clergy and 
the people in all that pertains to pas 
toral work and a dislike to paying church 
taxes. 
There Is also a growing spirit 


of rationalism in theology, which is rap- 
idly sapping the foundations of the older 
religious beliefs.

ceedings at the Synod tne Church seems

Was Referred to by His Race 


as a Shakespeare--Wrote 


200 Plays 


N'UW YOHK, June 
27. — Jacob 
M. 


Gorclin, the Bast Side playwright -who 
was often referred to by his admirers 
in the Ghetto as the "Yiddish Shakes- 
peare," dlea tho other day at his home, 
.2n6 Madison street, Brooklyn. 
For the 
last, tbxea months he has been confined 
to Uii bad fey a cancerous affliction. 


Gordln -was 66 years old. 
He 
had 


practically made the Yiddish theaters in 
New York. 
furnishing 
them wifh an 
extraordinary large number of dramas, 
must ' of which proved very successful 
and made for him an •enthusiastic ad- 
mirer out of every playgoer on the East 
Side. 
Many of his plays wero printed 


in Yiddish and had a wide circulation. 


"While Gordin's fame aa a playwright 


was confined largely to tho district -vy-hero 
his playa were produced, one of his 
dramas was translated and played, be- 
fore American audiences and also in 
England. This was his "Kroutzer Son- 
ata," in which Blanche TValsh starred. 
Save for tho name, it had no relation, 
to Tolstoy's work, being- a atory of Jew- 
Jin life. 
Tho production of this play- 


enhanced his fame a great dnal as "bein# 
tlir llrst real recognition paid to an 
II ist Side playwright. 


Born in Russia 


Gordln was bom in Sfav, 1153, in tho 


province of Poltava, Russia. He became 
a achool teacher and then a. writer for 
it Russian paper In Odessa. His articles 
i»n politics soon attracted attention, and 
^cured for him a considerable folloWr 
insr. though, it was not until he founded 
a society known as the Bible Brother- 
nnod that he beg\n to -maXe etic-nies in 
nis native land. 
The society was an 


ethical one and much of tho opposition 
came from Russian Jews. In 1891, -when 
a more rigid preas censorship was op- 
tabllshed Gordfn was compelled to leave 
Russia. 


When he arrived here he could not 


write a word of the polyglot language 
of tho Jews on the East Side, but he 
quickly became proficient in it and was 
Boon turning out plays which made him 
popular and stimulated the growth of 
the Yiddish theater. 
He- wrote% It is 


said, over 100 plays, 
many 
of them 


powerful dramas as interpreted by the 
East Side tragedians. 
Of this pro- 


lific output not or.e is said to have been 
a failure. 
The first one, "Siberia," he 


sold to Jacob Adler, tho actor. In 1892 for 
J35, it Is said, at a time when he was 
all but penniless 
Other plays tnat he 


wrote 
were "Tho Unknown," "Tho 


"Homeless." 
"Dementia 
Americana," 


"The Truth," "God, Man and the Devil" 
and "True Power." 


Dementia Americana 


It was he who first introduced to the 
East Side the plays of Ibsen, Suder- 
mann, Haur/tmann and Gorky. In some 
of his own plays ha satirized conditions 
here. His "Dementia Americana'' was 
a satire on the real estate mania among 
the Jews. He sought to raise the (stand- 
ard of Jewish family life In his "Purity 
of the Family," produced at a time when 
moral conditions on the East Side were 
being criticised. The Jewish newspapers 
united in giving him credit for lifting 
dramatic art among his people to a 
high standard, as 
compared 
with Its 
former condition- 


Many of Gordin's sayings are as famil- 


iar In East Side homes as are quotations 
from Shakespeare elsewhere. A saying 
attributed to him which has had much 
i o^ue. among the ora'tors of Ills race Is1 
"When America leams to tell the truth 
:md shame the dollar it will be the great- 
rst country intellectually In the world." 
Worked for Race 


In the work of bettering conditions 


among the East Side Jews Gordln took a 
loading; part outside of his literary efforts 
He was one of the founders of the Edu- 
cational Alliance and T\as a liberal sub- 
scriber to Jewish charities. 
In many 


ways he was a leader among his people, a 
fact which was attested by the manner 
in which he -was often followed about 
in the streets. 
Large and 
powerfully 


built, with a massive head and a long 
heavy blaclc board, his appearance alone 
was sufficient to attract attention. He 
spoke five languages and by many was 
regarded as a seer. 


Gordin leaves eleven children and his 


widow. 
They wero all at his bedside 
ivhen he died. 


Plans were not completed yesterday for 
his funeral, but it is said to be the in- 
tention to hold it in one of the theaters 
where his plays were produced and have 
It on an Imposing scale. 


FILLING THE TEETH 


OF HORSES WITH GOLD 


Dentistry has been reduced to suoh a 
fine art that even horses now have their 
teeth filled with gold. Of -course, only 
a very few thoroughbreds havo been op- 
erated upon as yet, but at the Newmar- 
ket stables may be seen several valuable 
horses which, when they SmHe, show a 
glittering set of gold teeth. 


In horses, however, teeth filling is more 


of a necessity than a fad. Perhaps a 
racehorse, upon whom the owner places 
great expectations, will break a tooth a 
few days before the 
race, 
leaving 
a 


Jagged edge to Injure Its tongue 
The 


animal will go off its food,' and become 
so run down that there is a likelihood of 
Its not being well enough to run In tho 
rare. 


The owner sends the animal 
to the 


dentist, who places a sppculum in its 
mouth to force It wide open The broken 
tooth is examined and the jagged edges 
cut off. A tiny drill, attached to a small 
electric battery, digs 
away 
the 
torn 


enamel, leaving It perfectly smooth. 
The tooth is then cleaned by means of 


hot air Wown from a syringe, A snvJl 
piece of malleable gold Is then prepared 
and pounded tight into the cavity, and 
more and more is added till finally the 
tooth regains its proper size and shape. 
It is then filed smooth and polished, the 
operation taking about an hour. 


The filling and crowning of the teoth 


of horses is done with aluminium and 
amalgum as well as with gold. 
The 


operation varies In cost from £1 to £50, 
for to fill a back or molar tooth requires 
a good deal of gold, since these teeth 
are an Inch brood and three Inches long.

tion, since the answer may Interest other 
leaders and it comes within the scope 
of this series of articles. First of all, 
let us say we heartily agreo that the reli- 
gion illustrated by the two articles in 
question is Christianity. 
All the arti- 


cles of a religious character which appear 
on this page aim to elucidate or apply 
p.ire, whole and complete Christianity. 


The Christian religion is the religion 


that was taught and practised by Jesus 
the Christ. He did not give a name to 
)Js religion; he individualized and desig- 
nated it by what he taught and especially 
by what he accomplished In the practice 
of it. He laid down a rule by which his 
religion could be identified by future gen- 
erations; that is, it could be known by its 
fru.Ua. He expressed this rule in differ- 
ent words at different times, but always 
to the same effect. 


Thus he said: "Every tree is known by 


his own fruit"; "Ho that believeth on 
me, the works that I do shall he do also"; 
"These signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve. In my name shall they cast out 
devils, 
they 
shall 
speak 
with 
new 


tongues; they shall take up serpents; and 
if they drink any deadly thing, it shall 
not hurt them; they shall lay hands on 
the sick, and they shall recover"; "if a 
ii.an keep m^ saying, he shall never see 
death " 


The religion' which Christ Jesus found- 


ed differs from all others in respect to 
11s fruits, or the results of its practice. 
In other words, the distinctive feature of 
the Christian religion Is Its salvation. 
It, alone, has undertaken, with a consid- 
erable degree of success, to bring to hu- 
manity a present sahation from sin, dis- 
ease and death, by the power of God. 
These qualities of its salvation 
distin- 


guish the religion which 
Christ 
Jesus 


taught and practised from all other sys- 
tems of religion 
It was this fact which 


earned for him tho title, the Saviour. 


In the course o£ time after Christ Jesus 


went beyond this stage of existence, the

A difference was made

edge In which the results of investigation 
have been worked out and systematized, 
an exact and systematic 
statement of 


knowledge concerning some subject 
or 


group of subjects 
The Standard Dic- 


tionary '5a\s "The sciences are divisible 
Into (1) the mathematical, treating of 
quantity; (2) the physical, treating of 
matter and Its properties; (3) the bio- 
•oglcal, treating of the phenomena of 
life; (4) the anthropological, treating of 
man, and (6) the theological, treating of 
the Deity." 


According to this classification, Chris- 


tian Science is the most comprehensive 
of the sciences. It is a science which 
treats of the phenomena of life, of man 
and of the Deity. Incidentally and nec- 
essarily it treats of matter, and it em- 
ploys the analytical and logical methods 
which are also employed in mathematics 
It Is an exact and systematic statement 
of knowledge concerning God, man and 
the universe. It Is ascertained truth In 
regard to these subjects and it includes 
rules by which the truth of its proposi- 
tion can be demonstrated. 


The Standard Dictionary also says: "In 


the progress of human knowledge 
a 


science, in its earliest and simplest form, 
Is usuallv a mere collection of observed 
facts, like the kncm ledge of the move- 
ments of the heavenly bodies possessed 
av the ancient Egyptians. The next step 
Is to correlate or generalize these facts," 
forming a system like that of Ptolemy or 
Copernicus; the next, to formulate these 
'eneraltzatlons as laws, as was done by 
Kepler; the final step, to proceed to some 
principle or force accounting for these 
laws, usually by the aid of mathematical 
analysis, as was done by Newton in his 
theory of universal gravitation. The ten- 
dency of modern physical science is to- 
ward this more complete generalization, 
,ts goal being the discovery of a principle 
that shall connect a physical phenom- 
ena." 


Judged by this criterion, the religion 


set forth in "Science and Health With 
Key to the Scriptures" Is perfect science. 
It classlfios all the phenomena of the 
universe into two classes,,, refers each 
jlass to the law or spurious law govern- 
ing it, and discovers tho one principle 
of all real law and phenomena, and the 
one error back of all spurious law and 
phenomena.

so they "bear witness unto the truth 
Our readers should not expect? us always 
to speak of Christian Science In Its ap- 
plication to the healing of bodily slck- 
ne&s; fof it is a religion which Is of uni- 
versal application to human needs; and 
it is none the less Science because it, i; 
also Christianity. 


Therefore, the answer to our reader's 


question is, We call the 
religion ei- 


presse'd in these articles Christian Sci- 
ence because, in the words of Mrs. Eddy, 
"Christian Science Is the Science of God 
and His universe, including man."

It is Interesting to observe, for ex- 


ample, from the figures of the areas of 
the various States and Territories with 
which the volume opens, thait the total 
continental area, including 
Alaska, is 


about eq.ua! to that of all Europe; that 
white the area conceded to the thirteen 
original States by the peace treaty of 
178C was 828,000 square miles; the present 
are? is but 326,000 square miles; the 
other 502,000 square miles forming In 
whole or in part thirteen other States, 
while the remaining twenty-four States 
and Territories were created from terri- 
tory added by purchase or annexation.

Taking admntape of tho possibility of 


determining Indirectly the mineral con- 
tnet of bones in huban beings by means 
of their opacity to Rontgen rays, Pro- 
fessor Charles Henry has been examin- 
ing the hands of many people of different 
ages in order to verify the la-K< of Flour- 
ens. 


According to the law of Plourens, the 


duration of the period of growth bears a 
definite relation to longevity, and, In par- 
ticular, the time occupied by any animal 
in attaining Its maximum statute is a 
definite fraction, constant for all the In- 
dividuals of the species, of the duration of 
the animal s life.

simultaneously with the maximum devel- 
opment of 'the skeleton, and us the weight 
of the skeleton is a proportion of the 
amount of mineral salts which it contains, 
the Ur\v may

percentage of mineral salts in the bones 
of all animals of tho same species may 
he reoresented by similar curves of growth 


s

and decline which will differ solely in the 
values of individual units. 


The degree of opacity of the bones In- 


dicates thus the degree of maturity of the 
individual. From his examination of sub- 
jects at different ages Professor Henry 
with his Rontgen ray apparatus, modified 
by photographic plates, has deduced a 
maximum opacity at from thirty to thlrty- 
two years (the age at which the height 
and weight normally reach their greatest 
limits), and a minimum opacity at forty- 
five years. 
Analysis of the ashes of 


bones of deceased 
persons 
of various 


ages and both sexes confirms the results 
arrived art by Professor Henry. 


It will in time, it Is predicted, be pos- 


sible to calculate the expectation of life 
of any individual by those tests of bone 
opacity, and even to ostatlish life insur- 
ance premiums upon 
a more 
suitable 
basjs than mortality statistics afford.

consequently the collector thought he had 
made a great find. And It was not until 
be showed the vases to another collector, 
some time afterwards that he discovered

mately the dealer was fined for offering 
Cor sale alleged Dresden which he knew 
bore forged trade marks. 


ADVICE TO BEGINNERS. 


There Is an enormous business being 


done at the present time by Italian ar- 
tists In the manufacture of faked china. 
The favorite dodge is to obtain a, gen- 
uine bit of old china and skilfully restore 
it by faking. Many of these spurious 
pieces are very crude an<l Easily de- 
tected by the expert, but thi re :ire num- 
erous skilled artists devoted to this work' 
on the continent, and, as the 
genuine 


items are finding- homes in the various 
museums and the supply diminishes In 
proportion, artfully-contriverl imitations, 
perfect In every detail, are foisted more 
and more on *the collector.

The beams and rafters of 
old houses are bought up and utilized for 
making or restoring chairs tables and 
dressers, which,, although perhaps only

ture is that practised by a dealer In 
the Western Midlands.

Tx <inter the British navy candidates 


must be- of pure European descent and 
the sons either of British-bora or natu- 
ralized British subjects. 
Applications 


are made to the assistant private secre- 
tary to the first lord when the candi- 
date has reached the age of twelve, and 
the boy Is required to present himself 
before a committee, -which interviews 
each applicant separately. 


A strict medical examination ia now 


necessaiy to show whether he Is physic- 
ally fit for the navy. Should he pass 
this, ho ia examined in. educational 
matters. The subjects Include English, 
history, geography, arithmetic, algebra,

A training of four years ana. eight

There is also the expense of an outfit, 
which Is about 5175, and other odd ex- 
penses. Including washing, bool:s, sports, 
etc., which amount to about $40 a term. 
Pocket money to the extent of only 1 
ehHHng a week • is allowed the boys.

cruiser his parents are required to make 
him an allowance of $200 a year, and 
this must be continued until he reaches 
the rank of sub-lieutenant. 


Everything at Dartmouth is built on a

after the arc lamps on the Alexander 
III bridge at Paris, with such modifi- 
cations 
as 
are 
applicable to 
the 


traditions of the West. 


The base consists of a heavy octag-- 


onal casting about six feet In icight. In 
which three typical Western scenes are 
portrayed. 
One Is of the early Califor- 


nia pioneer days where a miner with 
pick and pan and a bear Is portrayed. 
Above is a scene of early Indian days, 
while a third scene shows a collection 
of animals. Above this ornamental cast- 
ing a plain pole rises to a height of 
twenty-three feet, relieved by two or- 
namental rings. The pole is capped with 
an ornate casting, containing a circle 
for an arc. lamp. The entire standard Is 
about 30 feet above the sidewalk. 
An 


American caglo surmounts tho apex of 
the mast. 


The ornamental masts will be set at 


a distance of 100 feet pn both sides of 
Market street from the ferry to Valen- 
cia street. 
Similar 
ornamental 
poles 


will be placed In Sutter street between 
Market street and Van Ness avenue, and 
In Valencia street from the junction of 
Market and Halgfct to Twenty-eighth 
street. 


The cost of placing the poles and the 


lighting will be borne by the United 
Railroads. Patrick CalWwun says the poles 
cost the company J60.000, while the llsht- 
Ing will cost the company $23,000 a year.' 
The company only furnishes poles in 
Valencia street and the city will pay for 
the lighting.

will be a hot legal flght In the Superior 
Court over the billboard ordinance Is 
promised by City Attorney Simpson 
who has been delegated by the City 
Council to investigate the legality of 
permitting billboards within the 'city 
limits. 


A protest was recently 
registered 
with the City Council asking this body 
to abolish billboards and the Alameda 
Improvement Club, which registered 
the protest, alleged at the time that 
the city of Los Angeles had prohibit- 
ed the use of billboards under a rulinj; 
of the Supreme Court of the state. 
This, however. Is doubted by the city 
attorney, who claims that the munici- 
palities are operating under the con- 
stitution of the United States and gov- 
ernment of a legal business operated 
by a citizen cannot be stopped by the 
ruling of a 
court. 
City Attorney 
Simpson will flght the case on 
the 


ground that the billboard business is 
legal, and that the proprietors of the 
advertising measure are strictly within, 
the letter of the constitution. 
Exorbitant, Is Claim 


The advertising pec-pie who are op- 
erating the billboards claim that the 
license attached to their business Is 
exorbitant and that the city tax im- 
posed will eat up all their profits. This 
is refuted by the statement of Ser- 
geant Kemp, who collects the licenses 
for the city. Kemp makes the state- 
ment that the billboard people, using 
a ten by twenty foot sign board at the 
rate of 10 cents per square foot, pay 
into the city the sum of $73 per month. 
Estimating that there arc 60 billboards 
of this size in the city, aside from 
the smaller boards, the revenue to the 
city Is per year $3600 
The license tax 
on these same 
boars 
amounts 
to 


$1600 annually, showing a gross profit 
to the billboard people of $2000. Fig- 
uring the expenses for erecting the 
boards and placing the advertisements 
at $500 the net profit to the billboard 
men is $1500. 
Contrary to Constitution 


City Attorney Simpson says: 
" I feel very sure that the preven- 
tion of a legal business such as the 
billboard business Is contrary to the 
constitution of the United States. I 
have written to the City Attorney of 
Los Angeles asking whether the Su- 
preme Court has rendered a decision 
against billboards.

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TS CROSS IN FORTY-ONE 
ROUNDS 


New Yorker Cleverest Fighter of Pair, But 


Lacking in Strength, Finally Collapses 


Under pushes of the Cornishman.

H 


AP the contest yesterday been most any other athletic event the affair 
would go do\in in history as a record-breaker. 
As it was simply a box- 


ing ccntest, however, the record will simply read that Dick Hyland won 


from Leach Cross In the forty-first round by a knock-out. Simple as it may 
oound an.l though tho fighters will ne\er get any credit for establishing a new 


record, it took the greatest amount of 
grit to stick to their \\ork and the 
pace they set and the gruelling each 
took makes the gameness of-- Mara- 
thon runners and the like fade away 
into insignificance. 
The battle was 


one In which a sturdy little son of 
the soil was matcnea against a wiry 
youth whose ancestors, and especially 
has parents, no doubt tabooed manual 
labor many jears before his birth 
The son of the soil, "Fighting Dick" 
Hyland, had as his chief asset an in- 
domitable grit and an almost ever- 
lasting endurance, his boxing: from a 
scientific standpoint Being badly over- 
matched. 
He was shorter than his 


opponent in the matter of height and 
reach, and during- the early rounds 
EDDIE b.UITH. 
was sadly outboxed. 


Hyland Has Grit 


"Fighting Dick," and no name ever suited a man better, had that one 


asset, grit, however, and although It took some time to assert Itself, In the 
end it conquered. Cross had as his chief asset a cultivated cleverness, a llght- 
nmg-Ilkp punch and lust brain worked with greater activity. Leach is not the 
natural fighter, though, and his cultivated fighting spirit deserted him when 
that sturdy little son of the soil marched up with the greatest persistency In 
the face of a severe beating and kept trying to land a punch, being entirely 
satisfied if he could land but one to the other fellow's two. It took Hyland 
forty-one of the toughest kind of rounds to finally conquer that cultivated 
nghting power of the Xew Yorker, but althpugh it came slowly, it came surely, 
and the victory -nab all the sweeter owing to the fact that It was well earned. 


The contest is the longest that has been fought In San Francisco for about 


eighteen or twenty years and it tops the much-talked of Joe Thomas-Stanley 
Ketchel battle In the same arena by nine rounds and falls short o£ the 
famous Gans-Xelson chan r-ionship battle at Goldfield by one round. The day 
was anything but an ideal one for an open-air athletic event, as the fog hung 
heavily over the ring and a cold southwest wind was blowing:. 


Possessed Interest of Marathon Race 


As to whether or not the contest was highly Interesting, It might be said 
that trom a standpoint of sensationalism it was a failure, for during the early 
rounds, when both men were fresh, there -nas nothing sensational about the 
affnir, and many bec.ime convinced that Cross would eventually show that 
vcllow streak that is so often talked of. From an Interest point of view the 
battle tool-, on the excitement with which one would watch a Marathon race 
or any other endurance contest, for after twenty rounds it became apparent 
tl-at th« battle was to be either a limit bout or one In which the man with the 
grit vind endurance %\ou]i come out the victor. -* 


One ot the best proofs that this Interest held the fans was the fact that 


although it grew bitter cold during the last rounds not a man left the building 
until the last round had been fought, and this means much as proof of the 
interest the spectators had in the ultimate re-suit. After Billy Jordan had in- 
troduced the contestants and they had posed for their pictures the men re- 
turned to their corners, and when the bell rang for the first start both hest- 
tatcil about taking the initiative in the matter of pace. 


Cross Delivers Punishment 


Their start could very easily be likened to that of any exhibition wherein 
tho contestants realized that a long gruelling test was before them, and as one 
looks back at that start It almost seems as though each had a premonition of 
the long route they were to travel. Hyland, -uith his lips closed tightly to- 
gether and Ms teeth clinched, walked right up to Cross and tried to close in 
from the start. Cross, who had met the little fellow in the center of the ring, 
immediately shot out his left hand and Hyland ran smack into it, the force 
pushing Dick's head backwards. Hyland reached up with his right and pulled 
the unwelcome hand down and Cross cleverly stepped away without getting 
hit. In this manner the contest proceeded for some few rounds, Hyland always 
boring In, but Cross delivering the ireater amount of punishment. Those who 
had backed Hyland with the idea that he would leave his corner with a rush 
to rip and tear into the New Yorker suffered disappointment, for Dick plodded 
on In the most patient manner and with great fortitude stuck tq the task of 
wearing the other fellow down with his superior strength. 


Cross Not Anxious to Mix Matters 


Cross displayed no desire to mix things and very early in the game it was 
apparent that he had serious doubts as to his ability to go the route. 
The 


visitor jabbed and hooked, ripped and crossed with both left and right swings, 
and in doing so landed at least two to one punches, but wherever he shifted 
to inside the roped square he always found that game little Cornishman after 
him like a shadow, and there can be no denying the fact that this had much 
effect on the nerve of Cross during the early rounds. "When Hyland crowded 


-•the dentist-pugilist the hardest the latter would turn sideways and back away 
ready to strike as the aggressive little fellow came in. Any number of times 
during the early rounds Cross sidestepped away from his man, making him 
miss badly. Hyland lamded occasionally but he was receiving a severe beating 
trying to land these occasional punches, and before the contest had gone ten 
rounds he was bruised and bleeding, while not a mark showed on the face of 
the clever visitor and it could hardly be said that he had been stung. Hyland 
had been shaken up a few times but not badly and it was apparent that Cross 
was not the possessor of a knockout punch. By the time the tenth round had 
been, fought it was easy to see that Cross had to jab Hyland into submission 
and that Hyland had only the chance of wearing his opponent out 
Cross held 


tlghUy to his man in the clinches and in this manner greatly handicapped 
Hyland. whose only chance was the landing of blows at short range. 
Cross Fights at Long Range 


Referee Billy Roche was forced time and again to pull the fighters apart, 


and each time he did so Cross quickly backed away and tried to box at long 
range. By the time that the tenth round was reached half of the people In the 
'house were of the opinion that Cross would win, but it was proven beyond any 
.doubt that he would never do as an opponent for Nelson. 
After the tenth 
Leach, seemed to fear the fighting Cornlshman more than ever and he backed 
.away more when he was being forced. In fact, it seemed as if the only chance 
.Hyland had to land a punch was to force the dentist to the ropes and there 
'land his punches before the clever Hebrew could tie him up in a clinch. 


Hyland is not the fastest fellow in the world by a big margin and he 
often failed. 
Failures seemed to mean little to' him, however, for he went 
right back at the work again with all the vigor he possessed. 
Twelfth Round is Turning Point 


Round twelve seemed the turning point of the battle, for when Cross left 


his corner he seemed desirous of finishing- the job. He displayed more fight- 
ing- spirit than he had previously and for a time he planted his punches on 


Htyland and Cross just before the end of the battle with Referee Billy Roache closing up to break

Cross at times made believe he was 
worse off than he was, in the hope that Hyland would fight himself out In 
an effort to stop him, but the plodding little Cornishman kept at his work 
persistently, but without any undue rush, and when Cross backed to the ropes 
and covered up with his arms wrapped about his face and body Hyland 
patiently waited for the openings before wasting his punches. 


Time after time Cross was either put to the floor with a punch or pushed 


^to the floor after backing to the ropes, but never would he stay down and to 
.the surprise of all present he would smile and wave to his seconds every time 
he -w*nt down.

matters. lie is. one of the pioneer auto- 
ists in the State and knows. -Soon there 
will be no roads open to horses that au- 
tomobiles will not use. too. Into all the 
broad highways and into all the little 
twisted ways that lead to secluded lakes 
and quiet dales, where acorn-laden oaks 
k,eep the quiet hours, autos may poke 
their noses and deposit their parties.

CHICAGO, June 26.—Hundreds of per- 


sons suffering -with leprosy are allowed 
to wander unrestricted through tho Isl- 
and of Cuba, according- to a statement 
just Issued by Dr. Matthias Duque, Sec- 
retary of Health and • Charities, of the 
island. 
The statement was given out 


in Chicago by L. Vallln, Cuban Consul in 
Chicago. It tells of the phenomenal suc- 
cess of the Cuban government in sup- 
pressing the diseases of yellow fever, 
malaria and the like. Similar steps are 
to be taken at once for the suppression 
of leprosy and tuberculosis. 


"There is one problem of great im- 


portance to us which we often look upon 
with unpardonable neglect—the matter of 
leprosy," says the bulletin. "We have 
no exact statistics concerning the num- 


• of cases which actually exist, but 


they are considerable, and the lepers 
who wander about the island freely may 
be reckoned by hundreds!"

Kelly bank, take the 121 feet next to Sutter. The Dono- 
hoes will no doubt erect on their portion a bank and of- 
fice structure.

Parties in town are corresponding with him 
about erecting a big hotel on his portion. If he agrees, 
it will be called the Occidental Hotel, a name favorably 
known to the traveling public-all over the world.

wants to sell it. It is likely the Law brothers will ac- 
quire it, as they own valuable water front property close 
by. 


In spite of General Fred Furiston's recommendations 


to the War Department just before he left the coast for 
his new command at Fort Leavenworth that the school 
of musketry at the Presidio of Monterey be removed to 
a more central location in the middle west, that school 
is being undisturbed and is doing splendid work. Army 
officers think its future at Monterey is safe and that it 
will continue to reflect honor upon the army and. espe- 
cially that part of it on' this coast. In this connection 
it is deserving to mention that the Hotchkiss type of 
automatic machine gun, known as the 
Benet-Mercie,, 


^which during the past few months has been put through 
exhaustive tests at the school of musketry, is considered 
a most efficient weapon by army officers who have had 
anything to do with it. It is of very simiple construction, 
consisting of only 26 pieces^ composed of 114 parts. The 
gim works much like the present service musket, but the 
clips hold 30 cartridges and are easily reloaded. Two 
men can reload 1200 rounds in 45 minutes. In action 
one man does the firing, while the other loads. 
The 


piece can be used, also, by one man, carrying a smaller 
number of rounds, and single action, semi-au,tomatic 
action and automatic action may be employed at will. 
The piece can be as easily concealed as a rifle. In tests 
made with the gun, in one instance 3500 rounds were 
fired with only one cartridge jamming and this was reme- 
died in 12 seconds, and at another time 7500 rounds were 
fired without a hitch.

company, which is part of the so-called Hawley system, 
has entered into a traffic arrangement with the Kansas 
City, Mexico and Orient railway compan}', which ar- 
rangement indirectly includes the other Hawley roads— 
a combination which will give the Hawley lines a through 
route ^across the continent, from the Atlantic seaboard 
at Newport News to the Pacific at Topolobamipo, Mex- 
ico, and the Orient road an outlet to the Atlantic coast 
and to the Great Lakes at Chicago and Toledo, with one 
link missing, the connection between the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, the western termini of which are at Cincinnati and 
Louisville, and the Toledo, St. Louis and Western. This 
gap is to be filled in. 


The Hamburg-American steamship company several 


years ago entered into a close traffic agreement, which is 
understood .to be still operative, under which it will ex- 
tend its Pacific service from Hongkong to the Mexican 
terminus of the Orient road, Topolobampo (the name of 
this place is to be changed to Tort Stilwell on the com- 
pletion of that road), so that the Hawley-Huntington- 
Stilwell system will, like the Harriman system and the 
Hill system, extend not only across the continent, but 
across the Pacific ocean also.

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Harmony In the Administration. 


One of the most suggestive and assuring signs 


of the certainty of the continued prosperity of 
Oakland for a long time to come is that contained 
in the perfect harmony existing 'between the leg- 
islative and administrative departments of the 
municipal government which was exemplified this 
•week at a banquet given to Mayor Mott and other 
executive officers by the members of the Council, 
and at which projects of the greatest importance 
to the municipality were discussed in a friendly 
manner. 


The 
whole tenor of the 
after-dinner 
talk 


showed that every one present was in perfect ac- 
cord with the administration's policy relating to 
future public improvements for the 'carrying out 
of long-considered and thoroughly matured plans 
are pending. Reference was pertinently made to 
the large proportion of the municipal revenues 
which has been spent during the past four years in 
permanent improvements. The reference to it 
was made with justifiable pride. No previous ad- 
ministration has done as much toward Oakland's 
material prosperity. With such a record it is nat- 
ural that the plans formed for future development 
are along the same line and equally progressive. 
The community has not begrudged a dollar of the 
money spent in permanent improvements. To the 
contrary, it has, whenever called upon to express 
its views on the subject, heartily endorsed every- 
thing that has been done. 


At the banquet the other night the announce- 


ment was m'ade that the program for submitting 
•bonding propositions for additional necessary pub- 
lic improvements involving $3,500,000 'had been 
perfected and that the people would 'be asked early 
in September to ratify it. Public sentiment is so 
strongly in favor of the various projects of public 
improvements embodied in the program, that 
practically unanimous approval is already fore- 
shadowed. The citizens and taxpayers of this city 
are no longer timid about incurring any reason- 
able financial obligation with which there is an as- 
surance of its intelligent,expenditure for the gen- 
•eral good and benefit of the city. They have con- 
spicuously before them the great benefits which 
their interests have derived from public improve- 
' merits made with the funds derived through simi- 
lar processes during trie past two or three years 
and are eagerly waiting the opportunity when they 
can put themselves on record as being in accord 
with the administration's plans, and the evidence 
of harmony -which exists between the various 
•branches in the municipal government has'been a 
powerful agent in the establishments of public 
faith and confidence in its purposes. 


Maryland's Dual Tragedy 


The dual tragedy in Maryland which has stir- 


red the whole country owing to the relationship 
between the woman murdered and Ex-Secretary 
of the United States Treasury Lyman J. Gage, 
and the former social and business standing of the 
murderer and suicide in New York, is of a charac- 
ter which does not appeal to the sympathy of the 
public in any sense. It is simply an expose of a 
' phase of society which betrays human weaknesses 
and depravity. The unfortunate woman was one 
of those members of her sex which are possessed 
of that peculiar magnetism' to men of weak self- 
control which draws the moth into the flame of 
the candle and leads to its destruction. The mur- 
derer is simply one of that class of men who are 
ready to be lured by the pretty face and form of 
a siren. 


Young as she was, Mrs. Woodill was a woman 


of experience. She knew of the mysterious power 
which she possessed over men. She trifled with it 
and apparently took special pleasure in exercising 
it. She belonged to the Nan Patterson type of 
.women, although she evidently shunned the same 
,kind of notoriety. But she employed her art to 
captivate the attentions of men and finally fell a 


: victim to it. She took an interest in luring victims 
in her toils. There is no escaping from such a con- 
clusion. No virtuous, self-respecting woman, no 
matter what might be the temptation, would 
so forget her wifely relations and obligations as 
to compromise herself with a man with whom, ac- 
cording to the evidence in the case, she had so 
^brief an acquaintance and by her own act place 
herself in his power. As to the murderer and the 
'suicide his record is merely an exemplification v of 
ithe scriptural injunction that "the way of the 
transgressor is hard," and it would be a waste of 
Jhuman sympathy to extend it to him. The only 
.parties entitled to any sympathy are the mis- 
guided husband of the murdered woman who had 
staked his faith on her virtue and purity and 
^trusted her and the wife of the rrtan who, while a 
fugitive from justice for other crimes, had repudi- 
ated his marriage vows and sought escape from 
the consequences of a graver crime through self- 
destruction.

Vitality of California Seeds. 


The vitality exhibited by many native seeds in 


this State is almost as phenomenal as the grains 
of Egyptian wheat exhumed from the torrabs of the 
ancient Pharoahs after at least three thousand 
years of immurement and when planted in the soil 
sprouted and matured a full head in due time. 
Some years ago, for example, the Alameda mole 
was constructed from the dredgings excavated in 
the formation of the channel at the entrance of the 
harbor. The later dredgings which form the sur- 
face of the mole came from a stratum eighteen or 
twenty feet below the level of the bottom of the 
estuary as it existed when the government began 
the work of harbor improvement in the early sev- 
enties and from twenty to twenty-five feet beneath 
the ordinary low tide level. The soil thus exca- 
vated must have been deposited in the estuary 
centuries ago; but in less than a year after it had 
been exposed to the sun's rays on the surface of 
the mole it developed a crop of strange grasses 
and willows which have since grown into imposing 
thickets. The seeds were unquestionably in the 
spoil of the dredger, where they had lain dormant 
during the indefinite term of their burial in th-e 
formation. 


Perhaps there are no California plants whose 


seeds show greater vitality than those of die na- 
tive forest timber, the seeds of the manzanita 
bushes and the grains of wild oats. The latter at 
one time covered the floors of the great central 
basin of the State and the foothill slopes in the 
pastoral period. The cultivation of the soil to 
wheat, the vine and fruit-bearing trees has never 
completely eradicated them. Wherever the land 
remains untilled for a season the wild oats take 
possession. There is a backyard in the southern 
part of this city which has foeen under cultivation 
for garden truck and other purposes for over half 
a century, until the past twelvemonth. During the 
latter period the premises have been tmtenanted 
and, as a result a big crop of wild oats has been 
developed. 


Forest land cleared and cultivated subsequently 


for years will reproduce the original forest growth, 
if neglected for a season, and land originally re- 
claimed from, the manzanita, no matter how long it 
may have been, carefully cultivated for other crops, 
will return to its native condition if allowed to re- 
main idle for one or two seasons. And none of 
the native seeds of the State exhibit greater vital- 
ity than those of the wild mustard, against which 
a constant warfare must <be kept up by the grain 
and fruit-growers of the southern counties.

Black Labor Wanted 


By Booker Washington 


In the opinion of the City Auditor the tax rate 


will not exceed $1.20 this year. Auditor Gross" 
estimates are based on possible economies in the 
Street Department through the passage of an or- 
dinance now pending limiting the number of men 
employed in it 
He estimates that these econom- 


ies will result in a cut in the estimates equivalent 
to 15 cents on each hundred dollars of the assess- 
ment of property, and that they will in no wise 
interfere .with the plans of the administration to 
devote 25. per cent of the revenues of the fiscal 
year to permanent improvements. In his opinion, 
if the economies he thinks possible without im- 
pairing the usefulness of any department of the 
administration, the latter will tie able to do as 
much work during the coming year on a $1.20 tax 
rate as it has been able to do, this fiscal year with a 
$1.25 tax rate. We do not believe that any citizen 
who has the welfare of Oakland at heart desires 
to 'hamper the administration in any sense in the 
work of municipal improvement, tout any action 
taken which will prevent wastefulness and keep 
down the tax rate will ibe Heartily approved by 
taxpayers. 


No one could have gone as Major Mo-

SCIENTISTS WILL STUDY 


PRIMITIVE INDIAN TRIBES 


SEtATLE, Wash., June 2G.— To obtain
